DRIVERS SHOULD GE MADE RESPONSIBLE 


‘There is a fight going on in New York which affects every 
motorist in the country. Governor Thomas E, Dewey has 
asked for and endorsed a bill compelling every car owner to 
produce an insurance policy or other proof of financial re- 
sponsibility before he buys his license plates. Only Massa- 
chusetts makes such insurance compulsory now although 
some 43 other states require that, in the event of an acc 
dent, drivers show ability to pay damages or lose their li- 
censes. The trouble with most of these laws, including the 
present New York law, is that they take effect after an acci- 
dent—which often means after an innocent party has been 
left holding the bag. 

If New York goes a step further and makes insurance com- 
pulsory, other states are likely to do so too. The debate in the 
New York legislature is no private fight. 

It is a bitter one, however. Last year, when the governor 
first advocated the law, insurance companies, agents and law- 
yers fought it to a standstill. This year Mr. Dewey has mo- 
bilized behind the law the Republican majority. But the com- 
panies are opposing the bill just as stanchly, carrying their 
case from the legislative chambers to the public in the adver- 
tising columns of the New York newspapers. 

The opposition case against compulsory insurance is not 
lightly to be discounted. Primarily it is that when insurance 
is made compulsory the insurance business may become a 
cat’s-paw of politics. The experience of Massachusetts in part 
bears out this argument. There insurance rates have usually 
been set by political fiat. And in the last four years, say the 
insurance companies, the amount of money set aside to pay 
claims has fallen short of the claims themselves by $25 mi 
lion. Naturally the companies do not like to be caught in thi 
kind of squeeze. They fear that what happened in Massach 
setts will happen in every other state. 


But even though opposed to compulsory insurance, the 
companies do recognize the community has a problem in the 
uninsured driver. In New York state, where 96% of all driv- 
ers are now covered by insurance, the 4% who are not an- 
nually manage to kill 100 people, injure 1,000 more and do 
more than $7.5 million in property and bodily damage. The 
insurance men would solve the problem by raising all rates 
by 2%. Such an assessment on three million drivers would 
provide a sum amounting to about $6 million a year, consid- 
erably more than the the 4% who are now uninsured would pay 
in premiums. The money so collected would be used by the 
companies as a pool to pay off damages that are inflicted by 
irresponsible drivers. This is hardly equitable, for it penalizes 
the already responsible and lets the irresponsible motorist 
evade his responsibility. N t likely to be very popular 
with those who would be forced to ante up. 

At the other extreme from those uncompromising free en- 
terprisers who oppose all compulsion in insurance are some 
who would make over the automobile insurance laws along 
the lines of workmen’s compensation. They would have the 
state set up a fund raised by assessment on all motorists 
which would provide limited compensation for damage or in- 
jury. Not only would this eliminate a driver's last vestige of 
individual responsibility but it would go a big step further and 
put the state directly in the automobile insurance business. 

Every one of these plans is open to objection, but mean- 
is obvious that the automobile is far too lethal a 
weapon to be driven by those who will not assume reasonable 
responsibility for injury to life, limb and property. Foreing 
the owner of an automobile to take out insurance will not 
make him more careful or cautious, but it does require him 
to assume that responsibility. What is good for the responsi: 
ble motor car owner seems to us equally good for all others.

one should know better than Sir Winston that great aims are 
seldom attained by diplomatic nostrums, he seems obsessed 
these days with one particular panacea.

He suggested it in his House of Commons speech 
last May and he has since advocated it in talks with Secretary 
Dulles and President Eisenhower; at one time he was eager 
to make a personal pilgrimage to Moscow.

Nobody is ruling it out. But talking about it at this time 
seems pointless and strangely unlike a wise old man. Sir 
Winston recalls, with what seems like wistfulness. the per- 
sonal diplomacy of World War II and its apparent effective- 
ness. But he seems to ignore the bitter disillusionment of 
broken promises which grew out of that diplomacy, notably 
in Poland and the Balkans, and which he himself set down 
with eloquence in Volume VI of his memoirs.

Syria rebels against its dictator, the Bricker bill is voted down and a boy’s heroics end in failure 


While Egypt’s strong man Colonel Nasser was 
openly assuming title to the power he already 
wielded (pp. 109-116), Syria’s strong man Gen- 
eral Adib Shishekly (right) was being chased 
out of his country by a nationwide revolt. 

Unlike Nasser, Shishekly had held both high 
power and high office. He was Syria’s presi- 
dent, premier, political and social theorizer and 
dictator who answered to no man. 

With Shishekly’s departure, the struggle 
for power threatened to turn into civil war. 
Syria’s parliament set up its speaker as tem- 
porary president, but thousands of demon- 
strators came protesting into the streets of 
Damascus, where some army units still re- 
mained loyal to Shishekly, Political leaders 
freed from jail, where Shishekly prudently put 
them, were holding hurried war councils. Far 
north in Aleppo, the armed followers of ex- 
President Hashem al Attassi, who had been 
ousted by Shishekly’s coup three years ago, 
declared that they would restore him as right- 
ful head of state. Shishekly himself landed in 
Lebanon, ready to go back to Syria if there 
was a chance of regaining power.

Financier Robert R. Young last week won a 
big round in his “bare-fisted”’ fight for control 
of the New York Central Railroad (Lire, Feb.

Tom Liked Books 
and Gushers 


HE GREW WISE AND WEALTHY 


‘OR sentimental reasons Oil Millionaire Thomas Gilerease 

would like to keep his magnificent collection of frontier and 
Indian art in Tulsa. There it is housed in a museum shaped like 
an Indian longhouse and built by Indian labor with stone cut out 
of the Osage Hills. The museum sits on top of a hill studded with 
pine, holly and oak in Black Dog Township, which was named 
for the last of the great Osage war chiefs. From the hill Gilerease 
can look in one direction upon a pleasant valley and, in his mind’s 
eye, still see the Creeks, Cherokees and Osages hunting buffalo. 
Looking the other way he sees the neon-lit skyline of modern 
Tulsa—"the only picture,” he says, “that cost me nothing.” 

Gilcrease can feel akin to both the neon signs of the whites and 
the war banners of the Indians. In his philosophic way he has 
taken on the conscience of the one race, the griefs of the other. 
His birthright entitles him to both points of view. His father was 
Scotch-Irish, his mother one-fourth Creek. The eldest of 14 chil- 
dren, he was born in Louisiana, but when he was only a few 
months old the family moved to the Creek nation in Indian Ter- 
ritory. They built a log house near what is now Eufaula, Okla, 
and there Tom Gilerease lived the life of an Indian child. He 
killed small game with stones, shot fish with a homemade bow 
and arrow, helped the family cultivate corn, beans, sweet potatoes 
ind tabanod; When hedove-aiwagon along the road, wild turkeys 
and their poults would trot along just ahead of the horses.

i “as the grasses grow and the waters run.” But government 
officials pressed the Indians into giving up tribal holdings, then 
distributed the land to individual Indians—leaving a large surplus 
for white settlers. A member of the Creek tribe, Tom Gilcrease was 
given a 160-acre tract in 1899. The tract, as it happened, sat right 
over an oil pool. Though oil royalties were smaller in those days 
and bookkeeping erratic, young Tom made enough money to attend 
Bacone Indian College and later a teachers’ college in Kansas. On 
his return he had enough cash left to buy another tract of land, 
and he settled down to farming and raising cattle. 

Had it not been for a complication arising out of the oil lease 
on his original 160 acres of land, Thomas Gilerease might have 
remained a part-Indian rancher. In 1909 Gilcrease was persuaded 
to lease his land for a fraction of its value. When he discovered his 
mistake he fought the matter through the courts for years and, 
in the course of his fight, he picked up a thorough education in the 
technicalities of leasing land and drilling for oil. He began trading 
in leases and, later, drilling wells with his own rigs. Before long he 

as credited with some of the most important discoveries in Okla- 
rich oil formation below Bald Knob, Okla. is called 
and. He also made a considerable fortune. Gilcrease 
himself still keeps an eye on his oil ac but pays much less 
attention to them now than to his collection. His two sons, Thomas 
Jr. and Barton, run his business and his daughter, romantically 
named Des Cygnes d’Amour, helps him at the museum. 

Gilerease has never lived like the legendary rich oilman. He does 
not drink, smoke or play cards. An omnivorous reader, he plows 
endlessly through books of biography, history, geography and 
natural history. But back in 1912, when he knew little about art, 
he must have seemed a soft touch to the New York art dealer who 
set up shop in the Hotel Tulsa and sold him his first painting 
(p. 84). Gilcrease would probably not look twice if a dealer showed 
him the painting today, but he bought it then because he thought 
it “wholesome.”

“A man,” says Thomas Gilcrease, “should 
of some sort.” Gilcrease, an oil 
, is one-eighth Creek Indian, and 
the track he is leaving behind him is the best 
collection of art and literature ever assembled 
on the American frontier and the Indi 
paintings Gilerease has housed in Tulss 
document a tragic part of American history—a 
story of no-quarter war which ended only when 
one side had virtually wiped out the other. The 
very names of the men in the paintings—Red 
Jacket, Black Hawk, .Cunne Shote—have the 
beat of war drums and their stern faces show 
the determination and defiance which kept the 
frontier ablaze for 300 years. 
Gilerease, brought up in Oklahoma terri- 
tory, got his first oil from land given to him by 
the government as an Indian allotment. In 
1912 he bought a pretty painting of a boy and 
girl in wooden shoes which provoked him to 
learn more about art. Visiting galleries in Eu- 
rope and the U.S. he soon “began to realize 
that not only the European galleries were full 
of European masters—the American galleries 
were too.” From that point on he devoted his 
own collecting efforts to American art. He 
bought the best work of the famous frontier 
artists: George Catlin, Charles Russell, F 
eric Remington and 250 others. He branched 
out to collect rare books and manuscripts on 


se, at first glance, seems the antithesis 
of some of the fierce Indians in his paintings. 
He is shy, modest, and while he believes the 
Indians got a raw deal from the whites, he does 
not want to dig up any tomahawks. Rather, 
through his collection, he hopes to give view- 
ers “some knowledge, some pleasure, some 
new thoughts” about Indians, 

In his sentiment for Indian art, however, 
Gilerease has run into an ambush. He bought 
$2,100,000 worth more than the Gilerease 
Foundation, which he had already endowed 
with $4,500,000, could afford. ns of 
Claremore, Okla. offered to pay the obligations 
if the collection would be moved from Tulsa 
to Claremore. But when Gilcrease was about 
ready to accept, a group of roused Tulsans, 
realizing what they might lose, came riding 
to the rescue.

looked and lived but also to convey their spirit and mysticism as 
well. Once Gilerease was standing near two women who were look- 
ing at a painting called The Sorcerer by H. F. Farny. It shows an 
Indian, almost naked, crouched in a desert scene with a sickle 
moon overhead. One of the women made a clucking sound and 
said, “I don’t see what's so important about that—just another 
dirty old Indian.” Gilcrease, in his always gentle voice, interrupted, 
begged pardon for doing so and explained, “This is not just a dirty 
Indian. He is a medicine man, a priest or minister. He has 
placed himself at the mercy of the Great Spirit, his God, and is 
asking for guidance and help just as devoutly as you might ask it 
in your church. Among his people he is a holy man.” 

Gilerease is particularly fond of showing visitors a speech that 
the Seneca chieftain Red Jacket made in Buffalo to a group of 
missionaries. The proud old Indian told the group, “You say that 
you are sent to instruct us how to worship the Great Spirit agree- 
You say that you are right and we are lost. How do we 
know this? We understand that your religion is written in a book. 
If it was intended for us as well as for you, why has not the Great 
irit gi ii nd not only to us, but to our forefathers, 
with the means of understanding it rightly? We only know what 
you tell us about it... . But if there is but one religion why do 
you white people differ so much about it?” 

Not content with perpetuating and defending the memory of 
dead Indians, Gilcrease has tried to help living ones. Whenever 
possible he has employed Indians on his rigs. He has bought some 
500 paintings by 100 contemporary Indian artists. He has helped 
at least 100 Indian youngsters to get an education, and when he 
set up the Gilcrease Foundation in 1942, he stipulated that at least 
part of its income must go to Indian education, 

But there is a limit to a rich man’s purse, even if it belongs to an 
oilman. The Korean war caused Gilcrease to miscaleulate on some 
of his investments and government proration prevented him from 
pumping extra oil to make up the difference. With his foundation 
$2.1 million in debtGilcrease had to call for help. He could have paid 
off the debt by liquidating some of his own personal assets—as 
distinct from the foundation’s—but he chose not to do so. He also 
would have liked to keep the collection in Tulsa, but the Tulsa ci 
izens have not been able to match the money a group from Clare- 
more has put up. This group offered to float a $3 million bond is- 
sue and build a new museum at Claremore across the road from 
the famous Will Rogers Memorial museum. It would also take over 
title to the collection in the name of the public. Gilcrease has 
finally decided to accept Claremore’s offer. Not only that, but he 
will go along to Claremore with the collection. He will build him- 
self a new home there, and in the new museum the curator and 
guide will be Thomas Gilcrease.

had become prime minister. Reports of pro-Naguib demonstrations 
came from the Sudan. In Cairo a number of cavalry officers made it 
known to the R.C.C, that they thought it was a serious mistake to go 
along without Naguib. Meanwhile Nasser sent troops to Naguib’s 
house, but a spokesman for the new prime minister explained that this 
was not to be considered arrest, just “precaution.” “It would have 
been easy to kill him,” the spokesman pointedly observed. 

Easy perhaps, but probably unwise, and Nasser quickly adjusted 
his position by making a concession to public opinion. While tanks 
were ordered to strategic points in Cairo, the k C. revealed that 
Naguib was not entirely out after all. For the patriotic goal of settling 
“Egypt's internal political struggle” Naguib would return to office— 
but only as president; Nasser would continue as prime minister, gov- 
erning openly as he had previously done from behind the scenes. 

Nasser’s decision not to kill Naguib was magnanimity typical of 
bis contradictory Gharscths. Ele is, bathe violentand (Elni, papaliive 
and serene (he has never been known to lose 
his temper). Despite his bulk he walks with 
a wary grace that long ago won him the 
nickname of “Fox.” He smiles easily and 
warmly and radiates the ebullient charm of 
an overgrown boy. He has a profound in 
stinct for leadership. He is sincere and sim- 
ple in a way that hovers between naiveté 
and profundity.

Since he has led the people to expect an end of British occupation, he 
faces an explosive situation. 

He has been in a chronic state of rebellion against all authority all 
his life. At the age of 7, when his father sternly told him to stop dig- 
ging up the yard, young Gamal instead dug a hole so big that his 
father fell into it in the dark. At the age of 16 he joined a fight against 
police without knowing what it was all about and landed in jail. Since 
1942 Nasser has known what he was fighting for. In that year, when 
he was 24, a captain, and in the British auxiliary forces at El Alamein, 
the British drove their tanks into the yard of Cairo’s Abdin Palace 
and forced Farouk to install a man of their own naming—Nahas Pasha 

as prime minister. To Captain Nasser this was a national humilia- 
tion. From that day on he dedicated himself to the two major goals 
for which he created a revolution. 

For all his chronic rebellion and his early violence, Gamal Abdel 
Nasser has shown a remarkable capacity to grow and to measure up 
to increased responsibility and power. He moved against the king and 
the British not because he hated them but because he hates injustice 
in any form. He does not share the almost universal Arab hatred of 
the state of Israel. Instead, he regards the Israelis as fellow victims 
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Arab fashion. On six-month milestone of their revolt they rode together to 
Cairo’s Liberation Square, Nasser taking rear seat, During a whistle-stop speaking 
tour through Egypt Nasser (foreground) quietly let Naguib take the applause. 


of what, in his mind, has been British imperialism. Nasser is ob- 
sessed with only one basic idea: to unite all his countrymen in doing 
whatever is necessary to raise themselves out of the poverty, squalor 
and disease in which their country has wallowed for immemorial ages. 

Power has not yet appeared to corrupt Nasser. A man of simple 
tastes, he lives in an austere five-room hous inside the army com- 
pound at Cairo’s Abbasia military district. It is scarcely more preten- 
tious than an officer’s at a U.S. Army post. The only external signs of 
his status are a floodlight which shines all night outside and 24-hour 
guards protecting his four young children—who dig as many holes in 
the yard as they please. Inside, it is true, there are a few ornate 
pieces of furniture which look as if they might recently have been 
removed from someone's palace. 


At 7a.m., audiences for subordinates

a.m. By 7 he is already giving audiences to waiting subordinates, 
may talk to as many as seven in succession as he makes a hasty break- 
fast on foul (a bean dish like Mexican les) and tea.

Into its fenced-off yard, slowing for the 
alert sentries who cry a challenge until they recognize him, the boss 
of Egypt goes to work. 

His Reatauarters are as unpretentious as his home. At a smallish 
desk, overlooking the Nile, Nasser signs an endless stream of papers 
and talks to-an equally endless stream of deputies until 3 or so when, 
if he has time, he drives home for lunch and the customary siesta. 
More often he simply gulps a sandwich and keeps on working. Some- 
times he works right through the evening, moving from his desk to a 
big council table to discuss affairs of state with the other members of 
his Revolutionary Command Counei 

Nasser has accomplished plenty since he first set up the R.C.C. 
One of the first things he ordered would have tickled the heart of 
the late Wendell Willkie, who, on a 1942 trip, offended the rulers of 
Egypt by asking at a cocktail party how one got to be pasha. In Nas- 
ser’s Egypt, the answer is: one doesn’t. The title, bestowed by the 
king, has been outlawed, along with much of the feudal power which 
the great landowners held until Farouk’s deposition. (Some task- 
masters were still whipping fieldworkers as in Biblical days, and just 
before the revolt one pasha had machine-gunned a score of workers.) 

ypt's greatest problem, land ownership and cultivation, was 
tackled head on: he limited ownership to 200 acres and parceled out 
land to the liberated peasants. He has launched ambitious projects to 
create corps of trained agronomists and studies for increasing the 
land’s yield. Where a laborer once got less for his day’s work (22¢) 
than the landowner paid for the use of a water buffalo, Nasser has 
decreed a minimum wage of 54¢ to all workers.

EGYPT'S REAL BOSS continue 


In a notoriously corrupt land where the term baksheesh (tip or 
bribe) is colloquial and where every tax collector had his price, Nasser 
has virtually Aimninated all bribery by stern punishment and has also 
collected some $112 million in tax debts which wealthy E yptians had 
hidden with their bribes. In a nation where every official’s relative 
was on the public payroll, Nasser astounded everybody by firing 
hundreds of civil servants and whacking the payroll vigorously. 

Not everybody is happy with the new shape of things in Egypt. 

“Many people come in to me and say, ‘You have angered all the peo- 
ple,” * Nasser admits. “I always have answered, ‘The anger of the 
people is not the decisive factor in the situation. The question is, was 
that thing that angered them good for the country or not?’ ” Patient- 
ly and somewhat wearily, he explains that too many people expected 
pie-in-the-sky the day after the revolution. They have to learn that 
change takes time. “The people thought government ministers would 
now start riding in the trams and buses like the fellahin. They were so 
oppressed that they thought now all barriers would immediately come 
down. I have been trying to find a solution for this. I have been read- 
ing all I can of how democratic countries handle the problem, I have 
studied the Swedish way and the methods of France. Now I am read- 
ing about British Labor's way. We must find a way in between the 
extremes of right and left.” 

His inclination to avoid extremes is a measure of how Nasser has 
own in stature since taking power. Even in handling the British he 
as shown moderation. He ‘suppressed the traditionally anti-British 

Moslem Brotherhood. He has not backed an inch from his insistence 
that British troops clear out of the Suez Canal Zone, but he carefully 
stops short of any ultimatum. Moreover he has been willing to hear 
and to heed advice from U.S. Ambassador Jefferson Caffery. Where 
the intense xenophobia of the old regime discouraged such non- 
Egyptian firms as Socony-Vacuum, which had been trying to help 
Egypt find oil, Nasser is encouraging foreign companies to come in. 

‘As a pressure weapon, he sometimes lets his men talk of “neutral. 
ism” in the cold war. He rejects the Middle Eastern “NATO” which 
the U.S., along with Britain, France and Turkey, proposed two years 
ago. But he would endorse a regional security pact in which Turkey 
would join with Iran, Pakistan and Afghanistan to provide an initial 
line of defense against any possible Russian invasion of the oil fields 
so vital to Western defense, “Certainly such a move would be in our 
favor, here in Egypt,” Nasser told me in my last meeting with him. 
“But we Arabs are in a difficult position. Our people simply don’t 
want to talk about defense organizations while we still have our prob-

“As a military man,” he replied, “I know for certain that in the 
event of a global war Egypt could never remain neutral. Our strategic 
position would rerecile us be neutral, even if we wished to be.” 

Under Nasser’s influence Egypt has shown commendable restraint 
and realism in dealing with the Israeli problem. At Nasser’s bidding 
Naguib visited synagogues in Egypt and greeted the Jews on their 
high holidays. Nasser deliberately suppressed the report of an Israeli 
army attack on a Palestine refugee camp in Egypt's Gaza strip in 
which there were 20 fatalities. When the Mixed Armistice Commis- 
sion condemned Israel in the strongest terms, Nasser refused to let 
the Egyptian press print the story. He believes that nothing should 
be done that would whip up the old hysteria in Cairo against the Jews. 
He denies that Egypt is thinking of a “second round” against Israel. 
In his view the regime should undertake nothing that might distract it 
from the task of reforming Egypt's social and economic foundations. 


Pure Arab stock 


ER came from a middle-class family. His father, now a retired 

civil servant, is of pure Arab stock. His mother was the daughter 
of a building contractor in Alexandria. Gamal was the first of their 
four sons. Having remarried after the death of Gamal’s mother in 
1926, the senior Nasser only three years ago became the father of 
his eleventh child, putting the prime minister in the somewhat odd 
position of having a 3-year-old half brother. Two of his full brothers 
are now teachers and the third is studying literature. 

In school young Gamal was not a good student at first. Without 
embarrassment, he candidly confesses that he flunked six times dur- 
ing nine years of public school in Alexandria and in Cairo, where his 
father sent him to live with a strict uncle. Instead of studying, 
Gamal liked to watch American movies. “I didn’t care what they 
were,” he says. “I liked them all.”

EGYPT'S REAL BOSS continues 


At 16 Gamal helped organize the students of Cairo’s El Nahda 
School in a protest against British domination. They made him 
their leader. The followin, year. he led a student riot at the uni- 
versity in Giza in which the police opened fire, killing two of the 
demonstrators. A policeman ran after Gamal and clubbed him (his 
forehead bears the scar). Bleeding and disheveled, he ran into the 
office of an independence-movement newspaper, where he hid. "My 
name was in the papers next day,” he recalls. ‘It was the first time.” 

When he returned to school he learned he had been expelled. 
The other students went out on strike, threatening to burn the 
school down if he was not reinstated. He was. 

Then Nasser determined to succeed in school. He stayed home 
and began studying intensively. At one point he did not leave hi 
room for 15 days and worked as much as 20 hours a day, havi 
his food brought in. When examinations were held, he surprised 
everybody by passing. At 18 he was one of 40—out of 400 appli- 
cants—chosen as cadets for the Royal Milita cademy. At 20, 
on graduation, he became an infantry platoon commander at the 
Assiout barracks. But if anybody thought Nasser had given up rebel- 
lion, he was mistaken. “The senior officers wei bad,” he re- 
calls. “The adjutant was an evil man. I organized all the junior 
officers into a group against him.” His future was taking shape. 

Egypt was in ferment, as it had been for years. Britain had ter- 
minated its protectorate in 1922 but had kept control of foreign 
communications, defense, the Sudan and—what infuriated Nasser 
and other patriots most—protection of foreign rights in Egypt. 
Not until Italy invaded Ethiopia did the British give up these priv 
leges, hoping thereby to have Egyptian troops as allies if needed. 

‘There was domestic oppression too. The dominant atmosphere 

was suspicion, fear and mistru ser began to dream that his 
mission was somehow to find a way to unite all Egyptians. His 
chance came when the British tanks moved into the yard of Abdin 
Palace. “I’m ashamed that our army accepted this,” Nasser wrote to 
a friend. “But I’m glad. . Before, our officers spent their time 
talking about good times. Now they talk of revenge. 

Nasser was not one to let it remain just talk. He became an in- 
structor at the military academy. At the Officers Club in Cairo he 
began holding small meetings of fellow officers he trusted, among 
them Lieut. Abdul Hakim Amer (now the major general who com- 
mands the Egyptian army). With Amer he organized a secret com- 
mittee to plan for action. Nasser set out to use his position at the 
academy to build a loyal group of student officers. Quietly, never 
showing his own sentiments, he would start discussions on current 
events, then listen to his colleagues argue. If a man showed intelli- 
gence and forcefulness, Nasser would befriend him to look him 
over more carefully. Others would be assigned to his good friend 
Amer. Each man, as he became sure of him, was brought into the 
growing conspiracy. “I was patient and never despaired,” Nasser 
says quietly. “I chose them one after another and tested them 
without their ever knowing it.” 

What made their revolt possible was the disastrous war with the

Israelis in 1948, in which Nasser himself was wounded. The whole 
army became scandalized over the defective ammunition and shod- 
dy food which had been unloaded on it by the grafting cronies of 
Farouk. “When it was over,” Nasser says of a battle in which an 
incompetent senior officer led his troops into a ee “TI couldn’t 
stop myself from weeping. We were defeating ourselves. We were 
fighting in Palestine while all our dreams were in Egypt. Our bul- 
lets were fired at the enemy... but our hearts were hovering 
around the home we had left in the hands of the wolves.” 

The war over, Nasser came home in 1949. His secret group clan- 
destinely began putting out inflammatory leaflets and pamphlets 
against the king and the army’s high command. By 1950 Nasser 
and Amer thought the time was getting near and that they needed 
a good front man. “We knew that alone few people would listen to 
us,” he said. Both men remembered Naguib, a major general com- 
manding Egypt’s frontier guards, Thrice wounded, he had been 
one of Egypt's outstanding soldiers in Palestine. He was quiet, 
brave, devoted to his men and popular with the troops. 

Nasser and Amer knew in general how Naguib felt, for Amer had 
served as his operations officer in the later stages of the war in 
Palestine. They went to his house several times and sparred con- 
versationally about the future of the nation. Finally, in early 1950. 
they let Naguib in on the whole conspiracy. He agreed to cooperate. 
‘On July 19, 1952,” Nasser told me, “we learned there was a 
plan to arrest General Naguib. This was to be followed by a purge 
all through the officers’ corps. We had reason to believe that the 
palace had our names.” 

Toward midnight on July 23 the plotters moved. It was a three- 
phase operation: 1) to seize control of the army, 2) gain control of 
the country and 3) dismiss the king “by any means.” 

It went like clockwork. “It is not an easy job,” a friend said later, 
“to plan anything, however small, in this chaotic country. The way 
Gamal planned and executed this movement is the work of genius.” 

Nasser will need all his.talent for organization to cope with the 
tasks ahead. He guides a starving land, 63% of whose children die 
of malnutrition or disease before the age of 5. 

He learned quickly that democracy cannot grow overnight in a 
nation used to 6,000 years of tyranny. n to seek adv 
he says. “I met many of what the press 
asking them for solutions. The answer always began: I . 
visited the universities and talked 
mitted an idea: instead everyone submitted himself. .

Many Egyptians already say good words about Nasser, and per- 
haps his wish itself is the best hope that it may be realized.

‘The most serious health problem in the U.S. today is obesity. Some five 
million Americans, medically considered weigh at least 20% 
more than normal and, as a result, have a mortality rate 14 times higher 
than their neighbors. The death rate from heart disease among the hefti- 
est of them is twice that of thinner people and they suffer more frequent- 
ly from hardening of the arteries. Another 20 million Americans are 
classed by doctors and insurance men as overweight (10% above normal) 
and are drastically prone to diabetes, gallstones, hernia, kidney and blad- 
der impairments and complications during surgery and pregn 

Yet, though they may go about feeling unattractive or uni 
fat men and women refuse to be shamed or frightened into ing. 
They take refuge in myths about obesity, z, "It’s my glands,” or

‘If | Were a Diplomat 
for the West...’ 


Escaped Polish scholar describes harsh life of worker, teacher, lawyer 


and doctor under Soviet master plan and suggests policy to thwart Reds 


by DR. MAREK S. KOROWICZ 


Dr. Marek 8. Korowicz, Polish authority on international law and one- 
time delegate to League of Nations, last week told how his nation’s Com- 
munist rulers took a calculated risk in sending him as a “showpiece” to 
their United Nations delegation in New York and how he walked out to 
work for a liberated Poland. In this concluding instalment he gives a de- 
tailed account of every day life of all ranks and callings in a Red satellite 
and gives his views on Communist long-term strategy as it reveals itself 
on the Soviet side of the Iron Curtain to a student of international affairs. 


BOUT 60 miles inside Poland’s southern border, on a plain 
where once there was nothing but fields and forest, a new city 
is rising. It centers around a tremendous new steel foundry, which 
when completed will be one of the largest in all Europe. The city is 
called Nowa Huta (New Mill) and it already has some 40,000 in- 
habitants, packed tightly into row on row of ugly new three- and 
four-story flats, The buildings are still going up; the population in- 
creases every day. Soon Nowa Huta will be one of the great indus- 
trial cities of the world—and a monument to Communist ambitions. 
What postwar Poland needed if she were to catch up with the 
living standards of the U.S. or England was more factories to turn 
out consumer goods—modest items like pots, pans, umbrellas and 
fountain pens. Instead the steel city of Nowa Huta was built. An- 
other new steel plant was put alongside one already established in 
the city of Czestochowa. New mine shafts were sunk to tap Poland's 
coal. Big chemical plants began to appear on the landscape, includ- 
ing a sulphuric acid plant near the city of Wizow which is said to 
be the biggest of its kind in Europe. 

In the prewar year of 1938 Poland produced about 38 million tons 
of coal. Now the annual figure, according to government statistics, 
is 88 million tons. Steel production has risen from 1.5 million tons 
to 3.6 million, the output of electricity from 4 million kilowatts to 
12 million. The 1953 figures, like all Communist announcements, are 
perhaps exaggerated for propaganda purposes (and they also include 
territory which was not in prewar Poland), but at least they indicate 
a pattern of tremendous growth in heavy industry, the kind most 
useful for waging war. 

The Polish citizen has of course not profited in the slightest from 
this industrial expansion. Coal is very expensive despite all the 
new mines, and many citizens never get enough of it to keep warm 
through the often difficult winters. The reason, I discovered, is 
that only a third of Poland’s coal output is ever used in Poland. 
Another third is commandeered by Russia. The final third goes 
West to be dumped for whatever it will bring. Despite shipping 
costs, the Swedes can buy Polish coal for less than the Polish work- 
er must pay. 

The Soviet Union is not denying Polish coal to the Poles out of 
mere sadism any more than it is building a huge new steel city to 
make Poland stronger. Both actions make sense only as part of a So- 
viet master plan—which I will discuss later—to dominate the world. 


LIVING DEATH of Poland’s slavery is symbolized by 
Artist George Gros2’s silent man, whose brains are piti- 
lessly exposed but within whose breast still beats the hope 
of liberation. The people's only solaces against this tor- 
ture are the Church—and the oblivion of drunkenness. 


But while it exploits the Poles, the Soviet also wants their loyal- 
ty, for as long as Poland remains sullen and secretly rebellious, 
she is no real asset regardless of her industrial production. And 
the Russians fear, quite rightly, that the Poles are far from safe 
for Communism. 

Communism has given them little to be thankful for. I lived in 
Red Poland for seven years before I made my escape last Septem- 
ber. As a professor I traveled a good deal and knew many hundreds 
of people from all walks of life. | even had the opportunity to meet 
a few people from some of the other nations which have been cap- 
tured by the Russians, and to learn that life in these nations is 
very much the same as in Poland. 

Here then is how you would live if you were a Pole or a Czech 
or a Romanian or any of the other unfortunate people who have 
been Communized against their will. Let us start with the workman, 
who is supposed to find his paradise under Communism. 

Far from being king, the worker is at the very bottom of the 
hopeless here in Poland’s new economic system. He works eight 
hours a day Monday through Saturday. For this 48 hours of basic 
time he earns roughly the American equivalent of $60 or $80 a 
month. Theoretically he earns more by working overtime, but what 
actually happens is quite different. Several times a year, shortly be- 
fore each of the big Communist holidays like May Day, he is sum- 
moned to a meeting of his so-called * “union.” There he finds on the 
speaker's platform the president of the union, the first secretary of 
the plant’s Communist party committee and the director of the 
plant. These three are in effect the dictators of the plant. 

At such meetings the worker is generously allowed to “vote” (no- 
body dares dissent) to put in—before the next holiday catches up 
with him—50 free hours of work over and beyond his customary 
hard 48 hours a week. The workers curse their “holidays” but there 
is nothing they can do about it. These so-called voluntary contri 
butions of working time are made by all the unions, even the pro- 
fessors’ union to which I was forced to belong. I was asked be- 
fore every big Communist holiday to sign a pledge that I would work 
30 or 40 or 50 extra hours consulting with my pupils. I gladly signed 
—and then spent the time with a little group of anti-Communists 
Thad selected to teach in secret. 

An engineer friend told me of an unusual incident that happened 
at a coal mine. Ata union meeting called for the express purpose of 
volunteering overtime, a group of 15 miners rebelled. Their spokes- 
man got up and said, “Mr. Chairman, my friends and I are very 
much in favor of the People’s Republic. We are eager to contribute 
whatever we can to the glorious fight against the capitalist imperial- 
ists. But we lack the strength to work this additional 50 hours, and 
we are forced to excuse ourselves.” 

The 15 impudent miners were immediately arrested as saboteurs 
and American agents. They were tried and sent to jail, and when 
they got out they were scattered to different jobs all around Poland.

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Strikes are barred. The last attempt at one that [ heard of o 
curred three years ago in a coal mine near the city of Sosnowiec, 
where some 300 miners staged a sit-down and refused to leave the 
pit. The Polish deputy premier, Alexander Zawadzki, was called 
in to try to end the strike. Claiming to be a former miner himself, 
he went into the pit to reason with the men, Instead of feeling 
honored the men held him captive for 12 hours until armed 
security agents, rushed to the mine from nearby cities, broke up 
the demonstration. Thirty miners who led the strike were arrested 
—and never heard of again. 

After his long and arduous hours at the job, the workman has 
little to look forward to in his few hours of leisure and his 
Sundays. His salary barely meets expenses, even for the crud- 
est of diets and dress. Because of the housing shortage, a work- 
man, wife and three children are entitled to a space about equal 
to two tiny rooms measuring 10x16 feet, and they cannot al- 
ways find even the amount of room which the law allows. In 
Warsaw and Cracow I have seen as many as eight families liv- 
ing in a single small three-room apartment, with one tiny kitchen 
and one bathroom.

[fs Before the war Poland was a nation of light drinkers. 
ow one men drunk in the street and on streetcars or trains, 
and the amount of drinking has become the subject of popular 
jokes. In January of 1953, for example, the government de 
a general increase in prices. Vodka went up 50% but wages rose 
by 10 to 25%. At the time a joke was widely circulated in 
Poland about two workmen in a streetcar discussing the new de- 
cree. “Alas,” said the first one, “now that prices are up we won't 
be able to drink as much vodka as usual.”” “What worries me,” 
said the other, “is my poor wife. Now that the price of vodka is 
higher, she will have to get along on less money for the house.” 

Officially the Communist propaganda is strongly opposed to 
drinking. One even sees movie shorts on the evils of liquor. Re- 
gardless of what the propaganda line says, one can hardly turn 
around in Poland today without running into a state-owned liq- 
uor store or cafe. Men need an opiate behind the Iron Curtain 
and the government gladly provides it. 

Though the workman is at the bottom of the heap, all others 
have suffered too. In relative terms, indeed, the salaried and pro- 
fessional 's have lost a great deal more. At the universities 
all salaries are now set by government decree. The highest-ranking 
professors, aside from the Communist party members who serve 
as chancellors and deans, receive a net salary equivalent to $180 
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a month. In terms of American money, they pay 25¢ for an 
American-sized loaf of bread, (0 a pound for butter, $1.25 a 
pound for the cheapest cuts of meat, $2 a pound for run-of-the- 
mill sausage and $3 a pound for good pure pork sausage. Coffee 
of American quality is unknown and even cocoa costs $20 a 
pound. The cheapest kind of suit, too shoddy to wear to the class- 
room, costs $60; a suit of first-class wool with good tailoring 
costs $250. If the professor has a family, he cannot possibly 
make ends meet on his salary. He has to find outside work, which 
is often difficult, or his wife has to work. 

As for lawyers, the government began squeezing them in 1949 
by’sétting up a schedule of standard fees at ridiculously low lev- 
els, Unable to get along on income of this sort, most lawyers con- 
tinued to charge more on an under-the-table basis. Clients were 
usually happy to pay the extra fee, but in the natural course of 
events a few complaints were made and a few lawyers hauled to 
court, tried and disbarred. To prevent any more such occur- 
rences, two years ago the government decreed that all lawyers 
were to be organized into cooperatives. At the end of the month 
all fees paid to the cashier of the cooperative are added up and the 
cost of the office space and the office help is deducted. What is 
left is then divided among the member lawyers in proportion to 
the amount of work they have done. There is one consolation: a 
lawyer can still serve clients of his choice and he is still paid for 
his own individual work. But one lawyer friend of mine told me 
that the most he could possibly earn under the goyernment- 
regulated fees was $90 to $120 a month; he and most other law- 
yers are forced to continue taking money under the table if they 
want to keep from starving. 


Trapping the doctors 


JHYSICIANS have been coerced in a somewhat more subtle 

fashion by the interesting device of setting their fees too high 
rather than too low. A physician engaging in private practice must 
charge $6 for the first visit, far more than most people in Poland 
carrefford. Moreover the private practitioner is placed in a special 
rent category: he pays around $180 a month for office space, a 
fantastically high figure in Poland. He is the subject of frequent 
searching inquiries by the tax authorities. However, if he is will- 
ing to go along with the government, he can avoid some of the 
difficulties. He is considered to have done his duty if he works at 
a free clinic or free health insurance for six hours a di 
six days a week, for a salary of $1 0a month. After hours 
he can treat his private patients. The tax people leave him alone, 
and the same private office that would otherwise cost $180 a 
month now costs him onl The result is that there are prob- 
ably less than a dozen strictly private practitioners left in Poland. 
‘The rest of Poland’s doctors all work their six hours a day in the 
government's free medical factories. The doctors work on an 
assembly-line basis, seeing hundreds of patients a day, rushing 
them through as fast as possible, winding up with their heads 
swimming. Then they retreat to their private offices to work on 
their own time. 

There are no more Polish businessmen in the American sense, 
no industrialists, no salesmen. Practically everything is owned 
by the state; practically everyone works on salary. Even the small 
craftsmen like shoemakers are now mostly organized into coop- 
eratives. A few artisans remain independent; they make things 
like furniture in their own little shops, with a staif of perhaps a 
half-dozen workers. Their days are obviously numbered. 

Theoretically, Communism is the leveler of all classes: actually 
there is a rigid caste system in Poland. The new Polish aristocrats, 
living far better than anyone else, are the Communist high offi- 
cials. Next come their biographers and apologists, the people who 
write for the Communist papers and journals. After a wide gap 
come the engineers and technicians needed for Communism’s 
heavy industry, and then the physicians. Below this level are the 
teachers, the minor government officials, the salaried employes of 
industry (such as superintendents and bookkeepers) and finally 
the workers. 

“Of course I know best what has happened to teachers. I last 
taught law at the Jagellonian University in Cracow. It was founded 
in 1364; it is one of the oldest in the world; it has had a great 
tradition of scholarship and the free spirit of inquiry. Now the 
atmosphere is grievously changed. 

The difference is apparent even in the number of students. At 
the Jagellonian University we used to admit around 2,000 new 
law students a year. Now the Polish Ministry of Education, which 
of course has been made into an instrument of Communism, sets 
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a strict quota; for the current academic year the figure was a mere 
210, However, the Communists do everything they can to increase 


the number of young engineers to speed up industrial production, 
young doctors to keep the Communist manpower alive, and young 
economists—if the people trained to spout Marxian dialectics can 


be called such—to spread the doctrines of Communism, But my 
classes sharply dwindled. 

As I stood in my lecture room, I could never help paying par- 
ticular attention to a few of the young people. That dark-haired 
young man over near the window tapping his pencil against the 
palm of his left hand as he listened, a graduate of the Commu- 
nist party school of Cracow Province—in other words, a member 
of the party elite, marked for leadership and responsibility. He 
would spend the rest of his life on special missions and assign- 
ments in behalf of Communism’s conquest of Poland and the 
world. Right now he was in the classroom for two obvious pur- 
poses. The first was to absorb whatever I could teach him about 
the legal technicalities of dealing with other governments. The 
second was to bend an eager ear for the faintest sound of devia- 
tion or subversion on the part of his professor. 

At the back of the room, in the very last row, sat a young 
man with glass intent on taking his notes that he never 
once looked at me. He too was my guard in. So was a student 
sitting near the side exit, another sitting near the far wall, an- 
other in the center of the room. And then there were 
my two assistants. Under the workings of the new Pe 
gime they were chosen not by me, not by any univer 
cial, but by the Communist committee of the law school of the 
Jagellor jan University. My assistants, naturally, were tried and 
true Communists. Ostensibly they were assigned to help me 
with my examinations and other more or less routine duties; 
for centuries every professor at the Jagellonian University has 
had such assistants, men gradually working their way up the 
academic ladder. Unofficially, they too were party spies keeping 
my lectures under close surveillance 


Dining the jailer 


HE younger of the two was about 25, short, stocky, bespec- 

tacléd and brash. He was energetic, noisy, ambitious and tire- 
less in the service of Communism, whether in deed or in argu- 
ment. He was smart but completely nonintellectual; any kind of 
subtlety in thought or deed was beyond him. 

The older assistant was such a pathetic fellow that I could 
never bring myself to despise him. A convinced Communist who 
would have turned me in at the first opportunity, he was also ded- 
icated to the scholarly way of life. He had rather painfully ac- 
quired a master’s degree; he was now trying to get his doctorate. 
His career had been delayed for various reasons, and he was alrea 
39 years old and beginning to get gray. He had a wife, a small cl 


ild 
and a sick mother-in-law, and he tried his best to support them all 
in a meager two-room flat on a salary with a purchasing power of 
hardly more than $110 a month, subject to a tax of $10, in terms 
of American money. Most of the other assistants at the univer- 
sity, finding this kind of pay intolerable, took various outside 


jobs to get more money and in so doing neglected any 
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further academic study. This man, however, doggedly kept to a 
budget and used all his free time to work on his doctorate. He was 
miserably dressed and underfed, and I could never look at him 
without a wave of pity. I often invited him to dine with me, just 
out of sympathy for his financial problems and his scholarly ambi- 
tions. It was in a sense an ironic reversal of matters, a case of the 
condemned man taking his jailer out to dinner. 

When talking to my two Communist assistants or watching the 
young Communist leaders at my lectures, I always knew that one 
false step could mean my downfall. If the Communist party so 
decided, I could be thrown off the faculty and permanently black- 
listed, in which case I would probably starve. I could be reported 
to the prosecuting authorities or, even worse, the secret police. I 
could be imprisoned for an indefinite term or even be killed. 

The students in the universities have a constant struggle. Most 
of them, about 70%, attend under government subsidy, a food 
allowance of $26 a month the teat year and a month in suc- 
ceeding years. Some manage to get into government-operated 
rooming houses where the rent i oe cheap, But the housing 
shortage ii is acute in all Polish cities. When I was teaching in 
the city of Lublin three years ago, I went to visit a group of 
my students. I found six of them. living in a single room about 
12x20 feet, barely enough space to hold their beds and a few 
broken-down chairs. 

At least half of the students are undernourished. 


Tubercu- 


losis is common. Because of poor health their prog as stu- 
dents is slow. There is no longer any college spirit in Poland. 


The students are melancholy and oppressed and have little time 
or energy for sports. 

Only about 10% of the students are Communists, but these 
10% exercise an influence far beyond their numbers. They are the 
chosen, members of the party committees which run the schools, 
the ones who get government help and space in the government 
rooming houses. They serve as spies in the classrooms and the 
dormitories, and the chance that they might be listening makes the 
anti-Communist students hold their tongues. The non-Communists 
have become a strangely silent group. In the last few years many 
students came to me with comments or questions that hinted they 
were opposed to Communism. But I had to beware of spies too, 
‘s | remained noncommittal. The best I could do 
about a dozen absolutely safe students a year 
attention, 


Kangaroo classes 


WOULD have these students visit my office, always singly to 

avoid any chance of detect for long sessions of two, three 
and even four hours in which I attempted to pass along some of 
the facts of international law which had become taboo in the class- 
room. In this way I and other similar-minded professors tried to 
preserve the thread of scholarship. 

It frequently happened that as one of my students approached 
his 21st birthday his family would be particularly depressed. They 
thought he would be drafted and have to spend two unhappy years 
in the army, an army which everyone knows is designed to serve 
not Poland but Communism. But after the birthday came and 
went, the family often had wonderful news to report. Their son 
had passed the physical tests but had been excused from service as 

“surplus.” He ould not be drafted after all. 

This happened so often that I began to get curious about the 
Polish army. The facts, I discovered, are most peculiar. Each year 
about 180,000 young Polish men reach 21. But only 70,000 a year 
at the very most are drafted. The reason is obvious, The Commu- 
imply do not trust the Poles to carry arms. Instead of pro- 
viding soldiers for Communism, Poland actually consumes them. 
To guard against rebellion the Russians keep five divisions of th 
own army in Poland, perhaps as many as 10. In the town of 
Legnica in Lower Silesia, Russian soldiers occupy nearly half the 
homes and have their own stores and movie theater. Large Russian 
troop concentrations control the outlet of the Oder River into the 
Baltic Sea. These troops are the real rulers of Poland and they will 
have to stay until such a time as Communism has managed to 
conquer Poland spiritually as well as physically. 

In its struggle for men’s souls Communism is of course well 
aware in Poland that it must somehow liquidate or capture the 
Catholic Church, to which 95% of the Poles belong. If the Commu- 
nists had their way there would be no churches at all. There is not 
a single church building, for example, in the new Communist- 
planned steel city of Nowa Huta, but religion cannot be eradicated 
by the mere absence of buildings. The Sunday trains from Nowa 
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Huta are crowded by thousands upon thousands of Poles going to 
worship in the churches of Cracow, 20 minutes away. 

The Communists do not yet dare to forbid worship but they do 
everything possible to discredit the Church and its priests. There 
a constant stream of propaganda by newspaper and radio accu: 
ing Catholic priests by name of all sorts of crimes. 
“Anti-Semitism is just as prevalent as anti-Catholicism. I am re- 
inded of two incidents which concern it. The first occurred in the 
g of 1950 when I was teaching in the city of Katowice. The 
rector of the higher school of economics was a notoriously anti- 
Jewish, anti-Catholic bigot named Izdebski. His office fronted on a 
walk that led to a nearby Catholic church. I have watched him 
he spied out the window on professors and their families entering 
fhe church and no doubt made mental notes to denounce them to 
the party. Of the 60 professors on his faculty, five were Jews. At 
the end of the scholastic year Dr. Izdebski informed all five of 
them that they might as well resign because he had no inten- 
tion of renewing their contracts. The five got together and drew 
mp a letter of protest, which I saw, to the Central Communist 
Committee in Warsaw. The letter stated that the five had obvi- 
pusly been fired because of anti-Semitism, contrary to all Marxist 
Joctrines. The professors did not even get an answer from War- 
saw. But Dr. Izdebski was soon made rector of a much bigger school 
of economies in Lodz. 

‘The other incident occurred last year while I was teaching at the 
Jagellonian University. A Jewish law professor was about to be re- 
tired. I went to one of the Communist officials at the school and 
suggested, without much hope of success, that although the pro- 
fessor had reached 65 he was still in such excellent health and so 
useful that it would be a shame to lose his services. To my aston- 
ishment I found that my mission was.superfluous. “I agree with 
you completely,” said the Communist official. “In fact, the whole 
matter has become academic. The Regional Committee of the Com- 
munist party has decided that Professor X’s retirement at the pre: 
ent time would be construed in the West as a new act of anti- 
Semitism. Naturally we do not want to create that impression.” 

In other words Polish Communism is highly anti-Semitic—but 
hates to admit it. The moral here is one that I believe the Western 
world has not yet fully comprehended. On the surface the Commu- 
nists seem impervious to criticism. Actually they are agonizedly 

ensitive. The Marxist ideology, however perverted by Lenin and 
Stalin, is still the basis of their entire system. The Nazis, who based 
their philosophy on the much less intellectual Mein Kampf, actual- 
ly took pride in their worship of force. The Communists, who stem 
from Das Kapital, have to keep denying their iniquity. When they 
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are accused of cynicism and imperialist brutality—especially by 
men from the working classes of the outside world—the criticism 
becomes a threat to their master plan of world conquest. 

The real nature of the Soviets’ plan becomes clear to anyone who 
has lived under Soviet rule in intimate contact with its methods— 
and for success it depends in large part on what the world thinks 
of Communism. The plan has these four parts: 

1—The creation of a military force of dreadful power—as a 
threat. This is why the Russians want the coal and steel 
of Poland and the other captive nations. 

2—The assimilation of the captive nations. Hence the desper- 
ate struggle for the souls of the captive nations, which if 
successful will make the Communist empire the largest in 
the world. 

3—A diplomatic smokescreen to cover its activities and to gain 
time. Thus the Russians forestall peace in Germany or Aus- 
tria and do everything they can to disrupt Western unity. 

4—An intensive effort to conquer the world through propagan- 
da and fifth columns, without ever firing a shot. And this 
is perhaps the key to the whole scheme. 

Behind the Iron Curtain, where every means of communication 
serves propaganda and where indoctrination never ceases, one sees 
how much faith the Communists put in propaganda. One also sees 
its effect as the constant pressure begins to wear away even some 
of the stubbornest doubts. And mo: of all one becomes aware how 
actively, how energetically, the Communists are trying to spread 
their subversion through the Western world. It becomes obvious 
that all Communist diplomacy is designed fo open up new propa- 
ganda centers and that all Russian trade is merely a branch of the 
fifth-column service. plus an attempt to get foreign exchange to 
finance further subversion. 


Any means to an end 
HE Communist 


will sacrifice almost anything, including Com: 
munist principle, to get their hands on foreign exchange. After 
they took over in Poland, trading in gold or foreign currencies was 
made punishable by death. Yet it is almost as easy to find a cur- 
rency black market in Poland as it is a newsstand in New York City. 


‘The reason is that a use has been discovered for the black mar- 
ket hese clever gentlemen manage to get their hands on sub- 


unts of foreign curreney—and then Communist treas- 
themselves go into the black market and buy up the 
ign money for Polish zloty 

But no matter how clever, cunning, or ruthlessly efficient the 
Communist machine may be, it has not been successful so far in 
zing the great mass of Polish people. 

A kind of underground anti-Communist propaganda functions 
perhaps even more efficiently, though more quietly, than the Ci 
munist efforts in Poland. Take for example the rural areas. Here 
the atmosphere is especially anti-Communist. The Communists 
have tried their best to organize the peasants into kolkhozes, or 
farm cooperatives. They have offered such inducements as the 
use of tractors, motor plows, electrié harvesters and threshers, 
Russian-made combines. But the peasants have resisted so firmly 
that in Poland's 40,000 rural villages there are relatively few kol- 
and not many of these are functioning very well. The 
hh peasant simply wants no part of Communism, and althoug 
ften can barely read and write he exerts a strong influence on 
the upbringing of his children. Peasant boys and girls are taught 
at home to listen to their school lessons on arithmetic, home 
economics and farm science, and to ignore the rest. As one peasant 
told me, the children in the rural schools let Marxism “run off 
like rain from a rock.” 

In homes of higher educational standards, the adults are doing 
their best to pass along their knowledge and their spirit of freedom 
despite all the shrouds of propaganda and deceit in which the 
Communists are striving to inter the truth. Children may learn 
Marxism in the schoolroom, but in the secrecy of the home: they 
learn something quite different. Often their best teacher is a 
grandmother or a grandfather. The old people in Poland, by a 
Kind of irony that the Communists have inflicted upon. ther 
selves, are a wonderful transmission belt for the truth. Because 
of Poland’s poverty under its Communist masters, most your 
Polish women have to work, regardless of how many children 
they have. The job of keeping house and rearing the children 
falls to grandma or an old aunt who lives with the family. 

Old women the world over tend to be conservative; they are 
usually dissatisfied with the present and looking back to hap- 
pier days. In Poland, where the old days were in all truth much 
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better, the old folks’ belief takes on added strength and con- 
viction. At their knees the babies of Poland get an anti-Communist 
indoctrination that will be hard for the Communist propagan- 
dists to combat. 

The trouble is that the Communists never stop trying. There is 
always the danger, in a prisoner nation like Poland, that the propa- 
ganda will have a cumulative effect, that it will gain momentum 
as the years go on. The grandmothers and the old aunts die off 
one by one. New generations that have never known freedom are 
born. And under the unrelenting pressure of Communists the 
forces of evil grow. The one little ambitious informer, eager to 
curry favor by joining the party and betraying his friends, mul- 
tiplies to a hundred and then to a thousand. Then the nation is 
conquered in spirit as well as in body. 

To the great pride of the Poles, Poland has always been a na- 
tion of the most rugged and independent men. They are people 
of strong opinions, quick to argue for their convictions and never 
afraid to fight. The Russians are finding this out. But even the 
proudest nation cannot hold out forever if the hope of throwing 
off the Russian yoke ever fades. That is why it is terribly impor- 
tant for the West somehow to keep the hope alive, to let the cap- 
tive nations know they have not been deserted. 

All hope of thwarting the Russian plan of conquest, it seems 
to me, is concentrated in the next few years, perhaps even the 
next few months. This is the time for the stronges ible pres- 
sure on Russia. If I were a Western diplomat, | would seriously 
urge breaking off all diplomatic relations, including relations 
through the United Nations. I would certainly break off all trade. 
This would cut off the espionage and the fifth columns, 

If the West took this course, it would end Russia’s hope of 
winning the world through subterfuge and indirection. Our only 
alternative is to witness the gradual defeat, through despair, of 
the 80 million non-Russian people who, though prisoners of the 
Soviets, are still the friends of freedom. 
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
